How a Young Man was Freed from a Life Long Repression that was Blasting His Life.

E HAD worked on his case for two 

weeks but no progress was evident, He 
had had another practitioner "handling his 
problem" before he came to me but three 
months with her had been just as futile. We 
seemed at a standstill. It appeared as though 
we had drifted into a regular cul-de-sac. 

He wanted to be a writer. In high school 
he had shown a flair for handling words and 
creating effects. During the war he had writ- 
ten some sketches that had attracted attention. 
His experience in a submarine had given him 
much color and his trips enabled him to create 
atmosphere, the intimate association with his 
"buddjes" had increased his knowledge of 
human nature. Since the war he had been 
working in lumber camps in the north and he 
had about him the freshness and wholesome- 
ness of the clean woods. 

What he wanted now was experience as a 
reporter on one of the city dailies. He had 
no illusions about waking up some morning to 
find himself famous. At twenty-eight he felt 
that he had plenty of time to give himself 
good schooling in fundamentals and he be- 
lieved that the experience he would receive 
and the training he would have to undergo 
on a first-class paper would be invaluable to 
him later. 


He Made A Good Impression, But.— 


He had met with a good reception when he 
had made his application and the official had 
asked him to “drop around later". He had 
“dropped around” regularly every week—only 
to receive the same instructions. 

Why wouldn’t things “open up”? He was 
under expenses. His savings were disappear- 
ing. He had worked in line with his “vision”.

I gave a great deal of thought to his case.

Suddenly, one day, I realized that in our 
little, informal, non-professional talks that suc- 
ceeded the business, it was I and not Jim 
who had introduced the new topics and brought 
up subjects of mutual interest. - When I had 
taken the initiative, he had fallen readily 
enough in with my pace, but I discovered that 
when I said nothing, he sat silent. There 
was in him, in spite of so many favorable 
traits, an apparent lack of essential aggression. 
It almost seemed as though he wanted to take 
a step but something held him back. It was 
my task to discover what that "something" 
was. 

I took him every day for nearly a week, 
explaining first to him that if he were perfectly 
frank and open with me, I would be able to 
put my finger on some experience in his life 
that had created in him a conviction of inabil- 
ity or disqualification. 

Carefully we traced the history of his life. 
Step by step he unfolded his individual drama. 
He sketched for me the old plantation home in 
the south where he had been born, the tobacco 
fields, and the cotton acres in which he had 
played as a child. His picture of his mother 
was a poem of exquisite sweetness and res- 
ignation—like one of Milet's provincials— 
but his portrait of his step-father was limned 
with sternness and fear. 

Apparently peacefully and quite normally 
the tale unfolded, leading through shifts in 
mines in Pennsylvania, sessions in the college 
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halls of New England, exciting days in the 
years of the World War, and quiet, cool hours 
of meditation and visualizing under the red- 
woods in the northern lumber camps. 

There was nothing in what he told me to 
create the much-talked-of complex. Uncon- 
sciously, involuntarily, he had held back the 
incident we both wanted to uncover. 


I Found It An Exciting Game. 


It was an exciting game—as interesting as 
working cross-word puzzles in Judge“. I 
determined I was going to discover what I 
wanted if I had to make him "sit" for me every 
day for the rest of his life. I told him that 
he might just as well “come through" for we 
would ultimately "dig it up" anyway. He 
assured me, with profound and impressive 
honesty, that he was doing all he could to give 
me the utmost aid. 

In spite of this, when he walked in the next 
morning, he said to me: 

*Well, you didn't get what you wanted yes- 
terday, did you?" 

When I first began practice and found my 
clients acting in this "smart-alec way," I 
thought they were purposely double-crossing 
me. When they would pay for my time and 
sit an hour in my chair to tell me nothing but 
“lies,” I resented their action. But years of 
dealing with these kind of cases has made me 
more sympathetic—there is some trait in the 
human mentality, over which the individual 
seems to have no control, that apparently for- 
bids him telling what he really wants to re- 
veal. 


“I Couldn't Tell You, So I Wrote It Out.” 


*Well, here it is," he exclaimed, throwing 
an envelope on the desk. “I just couldn't 
bring myself to tell it out loud to even you, so 
I wrote it out for you." 

I gave him a book to read while I perused 
his document but he might just as well have 
held the book upside down for all that he 
absorbed. He sat intensely straight, perspira- 
tion forming drops on his forehead, his lips so 
dry that he had to moisten them every few 
minutes. 

“Your step-father told you that you were 
abnormal; that you were a degenerate and 
you believed him?” I asked when I had 
finished his confession. 

“Yes,” he replied. “I have never been able 
to get it out of my mind and yet this is the 
.first time I have ever revealed this story to 


a single human creature. I have had it haunt 
me at night until it seemed almost to assume 
a human form that smothered me. When it 
happened, my step-father whipped me un- 
mercifully and ever since then I have felt that 
if people only knew the truth about me, they 
would treat me as my step-father did.” 

What kind of a man, I wondered, was this 
step-father who made the boy of eight believe 
that the theft of even a hundred-and-fifty dol- 
lars was important enough to blast the self- 
respect of a life-time. Stern, hard, cold and 
unfeeling, I pictured him, a natural condition 
for one who looked upon life as a terrible 
contest waged with the forces of drought and 
high-wages. 

My heart went out to this lad who had 
carried this unjust accusation with him all his 
life, holding back from his closest friends, re- 
fusing to unburden himself even to his own 
mother. 

People often wonder why the Roman Catho- 
lic Church has had such a consistent life 
through all the centuries but, as I looked at 
Jim and thought about his case, I saw one 
ministration that this old church gave her 
people that most of the Protestant churches 
did not even consider. It is the confessional. 
He who has done wrong feels that when he 
hds made confession to an individual, he has 
left all his guilt where he has told about his 
crimes. In my own work, some of my most 
startling "cures" have apparently consisted of 
no more activity on my part than allowing 
the analyzed to sit in my "treatment chair" 
while he "told me all about it". Telling it, 
looking at it in the impersonal light of a 
narrator seems to throw it entirely out of the 
mentality and prepare the soil of the soul for 
the implanting of the seeds of Truth. 

“I have read this, Jim," I said after we had 
talked about it for a few minutes.

Too often we give up too easily, saying, “I 
cannot understand why God heals others, yet 
this power of healing does not seem to be 
for me". 

Turn face about and know that God's heal- 
ing is for all alike. He is no respecter of 
persons. 

Only seek to know Him, the Father of Love. 
Seek to realize His blessed Presence within 
and about you today!

O ONE with any experience or degree 

of understanding, or who has read un- 

derstandingly what others have gone through 

. can deny that some peculiar power exists, that 

is known under various names, and which can 
be made use of under certain conditions. 

What was it that was experienced in the 
mental, moral or spiritual struggles of the 
wife of a suspected man in answer to her 
earnest desires for proof of his innocence. 

In telling about it she said: 

*My husband, who had been at the head 
of a large corporation which had failed, had 
been accused of embezzlement of funds. I 
knew he was innocent and I knew how the 
funds had been used, for the books and records 
had, many of them, mysteriously disappeared. 
One paper concerning a large Eastern transac- 
tion had completely dropped from sight. It 
was upon this deal that my husband’s exon- 
eration hinged. 

“Only one man in the concern kept his 
faith in my husband. Every hour I kept re- 
peating; ‘One can put a thousand, and two 
can put ten thousand to flight.’ And I prayed; 
‘O God, justice must prevail.’ My own peo- 
ple were against him but I knew I needed only 
God, and there I clung. 

“The first day of the trial only the witnes- 
ses for the prosecution were heard. That eve- 
ning his friend came to me and told me unless 
we could find those records, our case looked 
very dark. I went to my room and stood 
looking through the window at the shades of 
the setting sun. My heart was so full I did 
not know what more to do. As though from 
a spoken word there came a message to me; 
‘Go look in a box in the corner in the store- 
house.’ 

"[ went and pulled out paper after paper 


and there, nearly at the bottom, I found let- 
ters and telegrams that had. been filed away. 
that answered every purpose. Inside of thirty 
minutes after his case was called the next day, 
it was dismissed. Since then I have never 
doubted the power of prayer.” 

What actually resuited? 

The psychologist would say that the great 
desire on the part of the wife caused brain 
cells to awaken bringing again to her memory, 
either directly or by association of ideas, for- 
gotten memories of such files. 

Followers of the various schools such as 
New Thought would say that the great de- 
sire on the part of the wife, together with the 
concentration of her mind and will upon the 
absolute need for evidence, drew to her mind 
the knowledge of where they were to be found.

A Precise Method for Going Into the Silence 


O of the most difficult things to teach 
and one of the most difficult to acquire 
is the true state of what is known in psychol- 
ogy as Passivity. It is, apparently, a nega- 
tive condition; not habitually negative, how- 
ever, but a condition that may be obtained 
at will. All we have to do is to push the 
negative button and “let go”; let go of what? 
Of all tension; of all conscious brain activity 
for the time being. It is the only, true, im- 
pressionable state. An impression cannot be 
made upon a positive or agitated condition. 
To illustrate: Someone is talking to you. Com- 
mand passivity in order that you may do as 
does the Indian—he listens to, not what the 
white man says but to what the white man 
thinks. 

Psychologically speaking, of still greater 
importance than listening to the words or 
thoughts of another is that of listening to the 
“still small voice"—the voice of your own 
soul. It is for that purpose, largely, that this 
article is written. It is for that purpose that 
New Thought urges the “Going into the Si- 
lence." This is but another way of expressing 
the familiar saying: “Be still and listen." 
When one has practiced sufficiently in private, 
he can "go into the silence"—the silence of 
his own soul—on the most crowded thorough- 
fare, in a street car, or under otherwise ap- 
parently very unfavorable conditions. 

Christ's injunction: *Go into thy closet to 
pray," has a deeper significance than is usual- 
ly attributed to it. He was not speaking 
literally but metaphorically when saying 
“Shut to the door.” It was not for the pur- 
pose of shutting the world OUT but the de- 
sirability of shutting one’s self IN—in with 
his own soul, and, thereby, become oblivious 
to otherwise disturbing surroundings. 

You mav recall the incident I give in mv 
“Psychic Science Made Plain” where some 
fishermen driven ashore during a severe storm 
on the Atlantic Coast, found a man in one of 
the most desolate, out-of-the-way places, liv- 
ing alone in a little shack. He was, to the 
astonishment of the fishermen. the personifi- 
cation of Contentment. He was asked what 


he did to break the monotony. To this, he 
replied: "I jist set and think, set and think, 
but, sometimes I jist set.” 

In the latter case he, unknowingly, stilled 
the objective mind, causing a state of passiv— 
ity and, thereby, receptivity:—a necessary 
requirement for the delivery of a message 
should any such be waiting at the threshold? 
of consciousness. 

General Ulysses S. Grant, “the silent man, 
furnishes us one of the most remarkable: ex-- 
periences and a most unique example of se 
curing the necessary passivity and state of 
receptivity for the solving of a problem that 
was beyond the ken of the conscious mind. 

When the “Battle of the Wilderness” was 
at its height; when the burning mass of dead 
leaves and underbrush in the pine thickets 
was causing such suffering among our wound- 
ed; when the southern wind blew the smoke 
into the faces of those who were limping to 
the rear with hands and faces black with 
smoke, and arm or leg stained with the flow- 
ing crimson blood—in the midst of all this. 
carnage, with such surroundings that were 
not conducive to “Going into the Silence," 
was the hero of this psychological study, ex- 
emplifying, in a most unusual manner, the- 
wonderful effectiveness of PASSIVITY. 

Sitting on the ground in a clump of trees 
and resting his back against a tree, smoking 
a briar-root pipe, was General Grant, whittling. 
Nearby were General Meade and the staffs 
of the two generals. But there was nothing 
in the bearded face of our hero that indicat- 
ed that a great slaughter was going on; noth- 
ing in his face or actions that revealed the fact 
that two of the greatest armies that ever met 
on the field of battle were there in a death 
struggle; nothing in that calm, unruffled face 
to show that the fate ef a nation was at 
stake; nothing to lead one to infer that he, 
indirectly, would be held responsible for the 
outcome of that day's terrible siege. He smok- 
ed and whittled, and whittled and smoked. 
The blue smoke came at regular intervals in 
measured puffs (another indication of a calm, 
undisturbed mental condition) and small chips 
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quietly dropped from the stick he was whit- 
tling. 

During this time a staff officer rode up in 
great haste, dismounted, and handed a dis- 
patch to General Meade. He, Meade, nerv- 


ously tore off the envelope, perused its con- 


iteats and then handed the message to Gen- 
«eral Grant. Grant did not stop smoking, but 
-held the knife and dispatch in one hand, read 
:the dispatch, returned it to Meade and re- 
:sumed his whittling. He uttered not a word 
And was, comparatively and apparently, the 
only unconcerned man in the whole army. 
BUT, as is well known, when the Northern 
army moved out of “The Wilderness", the 
head of the column turned east to Spottsyl- 
vania Courthouse and Richmond, instead of 
to the west and retreat. 

No one can ever know the thoughts that 
passed through the mind of General Grant 
on this momentous occasion, but we do know 
that, by his demeanor, he exemplified that 
he was master of himself in the absence of 
any mental perturbation; master of the situa- 
tion, which was evidenced in the fact that 
the tide turned in favor of the Northern army; 
that the nation was saved and that this fact 
has now become a part of history. 

What had the whittling to do with it? It 
produced the state of mind (passivity) most 
conducive to the receptivity, objectively, of 
the knowledge possessed only by “that some- 
thing" which has the faculty of perceiving that 
which is not within range of the objective vi- 
sion. The whittling, of itself, placed a quietus 
on the otherwise active mind, thus making 
possible the reception of that intuitive knowl- 
edge which was being sought by this "silent 
man" who knew the value and wisdom of keep- 
ing his own counsel and, thereby, avoiding ad- 
verse suggestion. 

Anent whittling! To the oft-repeated ques- 
tion: “Do whittlers think of anything else 
when they are whittling?” This is best an- 
swered by one who is, himself, a noted whit- 
tler. I refer to Mr. Frank Johnson of In- 
dianapolis, Ind., a Civil War veteran—my 
comrade. 

Mr. Johnson says: “An old experienced 
whittler whittles subconsciously. The act of 
whittling does not interfere with his thoughts 
‘in regard to the cares, worries and responsi- 
bilities of life. He either thinks and whittles 
or whittles and thinks. Both are done simul- 
taneously, yet each is wholly independent of 
the other.” 


It is, to me, a very clear conclusion that 
while the whittling is taking place there is 
no mental effort—just a "listening in" to the 
soul's radio. That is my definition of PASS- 
IVITY. 

To those who have difficulty in securing 
this condition I would say that the first re- 
quisite is to still the body as well as the 
mind, remove all tension, relax, let go. Do 
this, repeatedly, if only a few minutes at a 
time as a preparation for a longer period. You 
will be surprised how calm you will become. 
Power does not dwell in anxious minds. 

While your body is becoming subject to 
your will, your will is being strengthened by 
the reflex action. Mind and body are being 
attuned. Through this act of co-ordination 
you are not only gaining in mental and phy- 
sical strength but are securing the necessary 
steps toward obtaining passivity. 

Let us make this practical, based upon the 
theory advanced. You have an unsolved 
problem on hand. Let us call it a business 
proposition. Objectively, you have gone to 
the limit of your mental resources but have 
been unable to reach a decision. You want 
to consult someone. Whom shall it be? I 
would suggest yourself, your Higher Self, 
your Impersonal Ego. How to proceed? Go 
into the Silence. “Shut to the door"—the men- 
tal door to the outside world. State the case, 
audibly, to that power that is within (by 
whatsoever name you may choose to desig- 
nate it). I say, audibly, because of its great- 
er effectiveness—to you. Ask for light— 
spiritual light; for guidance—spiritual guid- 
ance. The Spirit of God dwelleth within. 
Have faith that the knowledge or advice will 
be forthcoming. If not immediately then in 
due time; it depends upon the nature of the 
request and-if-it-is-bes¢ for us. In the mean- 
time do not nag the powers that be. Be pa- 


tient. Do not wonder if it will be as you de- 
sire. To wonder, is to doubt; to doubt is to 
fail. 


After "Going into the Silence" and you 
have “rested your case", go about your regu- 
lar duties with a song in your heart. You 
will if your FAITH is sufficient to produce 
the right mental attitude—that of expectancy. 

The foregoing formula deals, largely, with 
a business proposition but it applies with 
equal force and as effectively in the affairs 
of the heart. Try it; then “Be still and 
listen."

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God Prayer Is Always Answered 


What It Is and How To Pray 


By Brown Landone 


Article 7 of New Confessions 


HIS article may be a shock to some peo- 

ple: It is (1) a confession of my failure 
in the use of prayer for years, (2) my dis- 
covery of true prayer as revealed by God, and 
(3) the proof that God-Prayer is always 
answered. 

I illustrate the article by two cases: One, 
a wonderfully sweet soul, a woman of fifty- 
nine, twisted and crippled with rheumatism 
and suffering from neuritis; the other, a re- 
markable man of forty-two, financially broke 
and near bankruptcy. Since both of them had 
been devout church members in childhood and 
youth, and later students of Truth, and since 


both depended on prayer faithfully and trust- 


ingly using prayer, their souls questioned why 
their prayers were unanswered. There is only 
one way to find out: (1) to understand the 
nature of the prayers we have been using, (2) 
to learn what God-Prayer is, and (3) to learn 
how to pray. 

In boyhood, I thought that the nature of 
prayer was entreating, petitioning, or asking 
God, to give me or others what I thought was 
needed, or to keep from us that which I 
thought would be detrimental. One of my 
earliest boyhood prayers was a petition to 
God to give me $50,000 all my own, to help 
a man who needed that amount; and I re- 
member promising God that if He would give 
me the money, I would consecrate the rest of 
my life to His service! 

Although I tried to feel sincere at the time, 
yet deep in my heart, I knew that my promise 
to devote my life to God's service was a 
damnable bribe! And, let me be honest in 
this confession—that kind of a prayer meant 
that I thought God was the kind of a God 
who could be bribed! 

Of course you recognized that my prayer 
was an attempt to bribe God because I put 
my promise in plain words! But do you also 
recognize that every petition to God is sub- 


consciously an attempt to bribe Him? Whether 
the promise is put in plain words as J put it, 
or whether the petition is urged for the ful- 
tillment of a desire so that one will live better 
—there is an expectation oi doing something 
God wishes us to do, if God will only comply 
with the request. Such prayers are not 
answered. 

Second, when I knew more oí the science 
of Truth, I thought of, prayer as divine desire 
—believing that every desire in accord with 
the nature of my soul was a prayer to God, 
and believing that every affirmation of God's 
‘Truth was a prayer. 

Third, I thought of prayer as a spiritual 
demand made upon God for the things and 
conditions I desired. Yet, during all the time 
I believed in the prayer of demand, a still 
small voice within me kept telling me that 
any demand upon God was an insinuation that 
God was so whimsical that He would not pro- 
vide for me out of His limitless abundance un- 
less I demanded it; or that He was so thought- 
less that He would forget to provide what I 
needed unless I jogged His memory. Such 
prayers are not answered. 

Although I was progressing in Truth, I con- 
fess that until I was nearly fifty, most of my 
prayers were not answered. So I turned to 
the Bible to find out why/ There was a time, 
when I felt that I should accept no authority 
except that of my own soul. But now I see 
that unless I use the Truth God revealed to 
those men who walked with Him, I have 
little right to newly revealed Truth within 
myself. So I studied the Bible to find out 
just what God means by prayer, and how He 
wishes us to pray. 

What follows reveals the prayer that is al- 
ways answered! 

In the Old Testament there is only onc 
word which is used again and again and trans- 
lated “pray” or “praying.” It is PALAL. It 
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is made up of two roots. One of these means 
to judge oneself habitually and continually. 
The other root means as marvelously made, 
as wonderfully made, as miraculously and 
divinely made! ‘To be divinely made is to 
be made like God. 

So I discovered how God wishes you to pray. 
It is to judge yourself as wonderfully, mar- 
velously, miraculously, and divinely made like 
unto God, and to do it so continuously that it 
becomes a kabit! 

This is the meaning of PALAL, and re- 
member this: It is the only word used many 
times in the Old Testament and translated 
“to pray”, or "praying". 

Now there is a Hebrew word which means 
to intercede. But it is translated “pray” 
only once in all the Bible! And it is used 
that one time to tell us that interceding pray- 
er is of little value. We find it in Job: “What 
profit shall we have, if we pray to Him?" Job 
does not say that true prayer is profitless; but 
he does say: “What profit shall we have, if we 
ask God to intercede?" Remember the He- 
brew word which means intercession is trans- 
lated “pray” only once in the entire Bible, 
and that then it is used to tell us that it is 
of little profit. Since God is infinite Love 
and gives abundantly without anyone inter- 
ceding with Him, and since God is infinite 
Law and cannot change Himself and all crea- 
tion because you or I ask Him to do so, such 
prayers are not answered. 

And now let us take up the word "prayer" 
as found in the Bible, for the Hebrew word 
translated “prayer” differs from the word 
translated “pray”. There is only one Hebrew 
word which is used many times and translated 
"prayer". It is TEPHILLAH. It is made 
of three parts. 

One part of this word means a song sung 
to the music of timbrels. 

Another part of the word means fo dance 
to music. 

The third part means praising the excellent 
and glorious. 

These are the meanings found in such verses 
as: “I have heard thy prayer," - - - “Their 
pravers came up to His holy dwelling," - - - 
“Make them joyful in my house of Prayer," 
- - et cetera. 

Oh, I know that this ideal of prayer is 
very different from that of the solemn faced 
churchmen! But this is not my opinion: it is 
the revelation of God’s ideal of prayer and how 
He wishes you to pray! 


If you are shocked at this, you are shocked 
at God's ideal of prayer! If you are shocked, 
it means that (deep within you) you still be- 
lieve—in spite of all your affirmations to the 
contrary—that joy and song and laughter 
are of the devil and that only serious and 
solemn faced ideas are of God! If you are 
shocked, you're mistaken and out of tune with 
God! 

To pray as God asks you to pray, habitual- 
ly recognize the wonder of your own soul— 
marvelously made in the image of God—and 
do this in the spirit of singing and dancing, 
continually praising that which is excellent 
and joyously glorious! 

Let us honestly confess that something has 
been missing in our use of Truth. We have 
taught it for some seventy years! Why then 
is not all the world transformed? Largely be- 
cause we teachers of Truth have, on the one 
hand, said that God is all joy, and then, on 
the other, we have lived Truth so seriously 
that we've actually chilled its spirit and froz- 
en the face of its Joy. We have affirmed with. 
somber positiveness; we have gone into the 
silence with awesome solemnity; we have even 
sung our songs with polite sadness, afraid to. 


` let ourselves out in joyous expression! 


Oh, let us change! Why be solemn, when: 
Christ tells us that His purpose in coming is. 
to fill our lives full of joy? "For thine is the 
Kingdom, and the power, and the glory," is a 
vean of joy! How blind we have been! Read 
your Bible! Thousands of times, you are told’ 
to shout with joy! 

And how did true prayer—the prayer of 
ioyous laughter—cure the woman twisted and 
knotted with rheumatism, and heal the finan- 
cial condition of the man near bankruptcy? 

She is one of God’s wonderful women—. 
quiet, sweet, sincere and remarkably efficient.. 
From childhood to motherhood she was pious- 
lv religious—taking a leading part in all 
church activities, controlling every phase of 
work in which she took part, and beloved for- 
her graciousness in doing so. She was always 
a woman of prayer. 

At thirty-nine she became interested in 
Truth teaching. She had treatments and treat- 
ments. She studied nraverfullv, and faith- 
fully declared the nothingness of her rheuma-- 
tism and the nothingness of her pain. Through 
the years she prayed—praverful prayers—for- 
healing, yet the knotted. twisted. crippled con- 
dition continued until she was fifty-nine. 

She did not come to me for relief from the 
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pain, so much as for spiritual understanding: 
“I have just as much faith in God now as I 
had when a child—but wky are my prayers 
not answered? I am here on crutches—but 
I don’t mind that! What I want to know is 
why? Why are my prayers unanswered? 
What is missing?” 

And to her I said: “There is but one thing 
missing in your prayer and that is true prayer 
itself: You have not joyously laughed (pray- 
ed) the conditions of your body out of exist- 
ence. Joyous laughter is the only true prayer 
of God. Its spiritual significance is this: 
Unless you know that the power of God is 
so great that the conditions amount to noth- 
ing, you will be serious about them; but when 
you laugh joyously at the conditions, it means 
that you know that the power of God is so 
great that these other ‘things are little things 
and must disappear. 

“During the next week, spend five minutes 
every half hour laughing (praying) at every 
condition of your body; laugh at every ache 
and pain; laugh at every twitch and pull; and 
for another five minutes every half hour, joy- 
ously imagine yourself singing and dancing 
with joy. 

“The second week, put a record on your 
phonograph—a record of dance music, and 
sing the air for five minutes every half hour; 
and for another five minutes, imagine yourself 
ioyously dancing to the music, and move your 
hands and feet as much as possible even 
though you are sitting in your ohair. 

“And the third week, stand on your feet for 
five minutes every half hour, and sing and 
actually dance to the music." 

“But,” she replied, “I would suffer so! I 
cannot possibly do it." 

Nevertheless she did it—using the God- 
Prayer of song and laughter! And nine weeks 
latter, the rheumatism and the pain were 
gone! 

Prayer gives faith; laughter is evidence of 
lack of fear—evidence of absolute faith in the 
power of God. The use of true prayer is al- 
ways answered. 

And the case of the man of forty-two! 
family life was ideal. He was honest and 
upright in public affairs. In business, he was 
just, conscientious and industrious. He was a 
prayerful man—first as a devout church mem- 
ber and later as a leader of a Truth Center. 
But in 1921, when financial conditions were 
so upset, his busines was struck a blow from 
which it did not then recover. Month by 


His 


month his affairs became worse, and so he 
came to me in 1923. 

He told me how tangled his affairs were: 
That he could not straighten out his business 
because he was bothered with creditors day 
by day—some threatening to sue him, some 
threatening to take his affairs to the news- - 
papers. He faithfully clung to the basic prin- 
ciples of Truth, yet he was nervous about his 
business, and almost desperate. 

*Do you believe that God is all power?" 

* Most certainly," he said with serious posi- 
tiveness. 

“Oh, good Lord," I exclaimed, “why don't 
you LAUGH?” 

“Laugh? Why, there’s nothing to laugh at 
in my situation!” 

“Indeed there is! You tell me you do be- 
lieve that God is all power, and yet you say 
it seriously." 

“And why shouldn’t I be serious about my 
faith in the Truth?” 

“Because your seriousness proves that you 
only half believe it. Don’t you see that if 
you truly believed that God és all power, you 
would be joyously laughing at every condition 
of your business and laughing openly at every 
creditor’s worry — because you'd know that 
with God’s power everything would be 
straightened out? 

“Now pray—pray as God wishes you to 
pray: Go back to your office with singing 
and dancing in your heart. The first time a 
creditor comes in, let your heart sing, laugh 
and shake hands; tell him that you’ve found 
a way to straighten out things; and that you’ll 
pay him as soon as you are able.” 

“I have already told them that I would pay 
just as soon as I could.” 

“Yes, but you have told them that with 
such a solemnly serious face that each one 
has known that you doubted your own ability 
to straighten things out. 

“Prayer is the substance of faith! Joyous 
laughter is the substance of God-Prayer! It 
gives you faith: It makes you know that the 
God in you is so great and your obstacles so 
small, that you can laugh at every one of them! 

“Now go back to your office singing and 
dancing in your heart! Laugh at every ob- 
stacle! Laugh at every condition which seems 
to hinder you! Laugh with every creditor who 
comes in—and soon each one will know that 
you could not laugh so sincerely, unless you 
knew that all things were working out well 
for you! Then they will have faith in you, 
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and will work with you—instead of threaten- 
ing you. So begin praying—laughing, laugh- 
ing joyously—making every laugh a prayer! 
Be confident that the power of God is so 
strong in you that you can laugh at every 
condition!” 

In two weeks, he had re-established con- 
fidence in the minds of his creditors and had 
them laughing with him, even helping him to 
straighten out his affairs. In six months, 
every debt was paid; and the business was 
again booming abundantly. 

The old idea of prayer is a sadly, solemn 


petition or desire for power we already have, 
but fail to recognize. It is based on doubt of 
God’s power in us—otherwise we would not 
be asking Him to give it to us! 

On the other hand, God-Prayer is a joyous, 
singing, dancing, laughing recognition that 
we are marvelously made in God’s image. It 
is based on faith that the God in us is so 
powerful that we can joyously laugh at every 
seeming lack and obstacle in the world!

UST as New Thought opened an entire 

new world to me—the world of my heart’s 
desire—so do I hope that this story of 
mine will encourage some other unhappy soul 
who feels himself a square peg in a round 
hole, to find himself.

While I did 
not give up my cherished wish entirely, I 
devoted myself only spasmatically to my writ- 
ing and naturally the results were in accord- 
ance. Yet I never found happiness or health 
during the ensuing ten years as a stenograph- 
er. In fact I was a square peg in a round 
hole, but I did not know how to work out of 
it. 

I enjoyed few of the pleasures, such as 
dances and parties which the ordinary girl 
takes for granted. I was filled with ideals, 
fears and inhibitions which really made me 
unfit for the business world and I was always 


changing from one position to another, never 
apparently finding what I wanted and never 
realizing that the fault to a great extent lay 
within myself. I knew what I wanted to do 
but I could never see my way clear to at- 
tempt it since it was necessary for me to 
earn money. 

Then one day after a very severe nervous 
spell during which I had been obliged to take 
another leave of absence from my work, a 
cousin of mine told me about New Thought. 
She began to affirm good health for me and 
within a very short time I was so fully re- 
covered that I could return to my work two 
weeks sooner than I had expected. Natural- 
ly, I became more interested in this new 


science. 


I realized that all that I had relinquished 
as to my ambitions could be made to come 
true; that life held opportunity for all of us;

For the first time in my life I began to 
feel normal. I gained in weight and altho 
aM my friends prophesied I would be a nerv- 
ous wreck within six months from the strain 
incidental to my. work, I continued on, be- 
sides going to night school for a course in 
journalism. Naturally with such enthusiastic 
application my work improved rapidly. I be- 
came society editor and was likewise sent 
out to cover features. 

Two years later I realized what a pampered 
existence I had alwavs led and how really lit- 
tle of life I knew. As a result of this realiza- 


tion I came west, and again, contrary to friends 
and relatives, did not return home in six 
months because of homesickness, but estab- 
lished myself as a free lance writer and have 
been living in California now for a little more 
than two years. I have made some charming 
friends, have seen a good number of my ar- 
ticles published in first class magazines and 
am trying out for the short story field. , 

Where I formerly tipped the scales at 128 
pounds, I now weigh 160 pounds. Don't know 
what a sick day means and am enjoying life 
and my work immensely. Of course, I have 
known what homesickness, lonesomeness and 
discouragement are, but who doesn't if he 
knows life? 

But New Thought has taught me that cour- 
age and faith in one's self is the magic that 
opens all worlds to the modest aspirant. Each 
of us can be a Columbus and find his prom- 
ised land if he is sincere in his efforts and 
backs up faith by good hard work and New 
Thought.

O make a success of living, it is necessary 

that you learn to give a true value to 

your experiences. To your experiences in the 

home, in business, in love, in all the important 
activities of life. 

When you go to your work in the morning, 
you come into contact with others. You are 
constantly meeting with adventures, with un- 
expected experiences. If you would learn to 
grasp life firmly, to make it a success, to gain 
happiness, to become a useful factor in the 
world’s activities, by all means form the 
habit of trying to give to each event its proper 
value, and to your reactions the proper value. 

And this is something that very few persons 
do. We begin early in life to build a pattern 
of personality for ourselves. Perhaps we base 
our pattern upon one of our parents, or some 
relative whom we love, or some great person- 
ality whom we admire and try (unconsciously 
perhaps) to imitate. And we gradually adopt 
certain ideas about life, about politics, about 
religion, about science, even, which we make 
peculiarly our own and our minds almost auto- 

. matically reject opposing ideas. 

Therefore, when a new experience comes to 
us, instead of considering its real value to us 
in an impartial light, looking only for the truth 
hidden in the experience, we immediately rec- 
tify our reactions by our preconceived pattern. 
We shove the new experience into an old men- 
tal pigion-hole and consider the matter settled. 

For instance, if we happen to be republican 
in politics and presbyterian in religion, we view 
every event through preconceived republican 
and presbyterian thought mechanisms, and not 
as one seeking only TRUTH. We have built 
for ourselves certain high mental walls, and 
we do not allow ourselves to look over the 
top! 

For instance, I heard an intelligent man say 
the other day of a certain public character: 
*T don't think he amounts to a hoot; he's an 
Ukrainian, you know." All Ukrainians were 
placed by this man in a single mental pigeon- 
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hole. It mattered not at all what their past 
record of accomplishments might be, they 
might speak with the tongues of angels or wear 
the livery of the devil, they might be murder- 
ers or school-teachers, all were relegated, in 
his mind, to one common classification of 
general good-for-nothingness. 

Now a little thought will convince us, if 
we are willing to be convinced, that, this blind 
yielding, in the face of new experiences, to 
fixed habits of thought and prejudices that 
have acquired (in our thought life) all the 
authority of the law of the Medes and Per- 
sians, must often lead us far astray from truth. 
It must often lead to wrong decisions, based 
upon inaccurate conception of facts, to con- 
fusion and friction in our relations with others. 
And above all, it leads us to place a wrong 
value upon our own experiences in life, there- 
by weakening the life structure as a whole and 
rendering it far less of a success than it should 
be, both from the angle of material and spirit- 
ual accomplishment. 

To avoid this blind yielding to thought 
habit and prejudice, we need to learn to ob- 
serve accurately and withhold judgment until 
we have assembled a reasonable amount of 
information upon which to base a decision. 
We need to bear in mind that we are very apt 
to find a good reason for doing whatever we 
feel like doing, regardless of its wisdom, and 
that we can usually find a good reason for 
any decision we may make, however mistaken 
it may be, unless we train the mind to look 
for TRUTH in each experience instead of 
allowing ourselves to be stampeded by preju- 
dice. 

We are very apt to condemn that which we 
do not understand. This is due to a feeling of 
inferiority in the presence of the unknown. 
We imagine that those who do not agree with 
our religious or political views are in some way 
enemies of the social order. This view feeds 
our own sense of superiority and does away 
with the necessity of really knowing or under- 
standing the other fellow’s point of view. 

In the face of each new experience ask 
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yourself this question: “Am I seeking for the 
TRUTH of this experience, or am I simply 
trying to preserve and bolster up my own 
opinions and fixed prejudices?” 

This attitude will help you to find truth and 
to act upon it. It will help you to give-to each 
experience it’s real value and to ACT from 
truth and express truth in your life.

V E DO not naturally love those who 

make us feel inferior. We all like to 
feel ourselves great and strong, able to stand 
on our own feet. 

Contrast the spirit of the beggar with that 
of the successful young business man. One 
is cringing or savagely sullen. The other is 
buoyant, cheerful, positive. 

The ego of the man who feels himself to 
be an abject failure in life is shrunken. The 
ego of the successful man is expansive. He 
feels that he has the world by the tail and 
the goose hangs high, to express it in terms 
of slang. 

Now when you give a friend money or help 
he is apt to feel sensitive regarding the gift. 
And you are apt to feel very self-satisfied. 
But you do not stop with feeling self-right- 
eous; you begin to watch for signs of grati- 
tude in your friend. You may even throw 
out gentle Hints regarding the matter. If you 
do not give verbal expression to your feelings, 
you at least reveal them by your mental atti- 
tude toward your friend. You begin to feel a 
sort of priprietorship in him. You expect him 
to follow your advice, especially if the gift or 
assistance has been substantial, and the need 
great. Putting it baldly, you have a feeling, 
in your inmost soul, that you have purchased 
the right to have your friend “listen to you,” 
to take your advice, the right to have him 
grateful to you for your help. Your ego ex- 
pands with a feeling of power, the feeling 
which comes from ownership. 

You have exactly the same feeling, in de- 
gree, that one has when he first drives down 
street in his own car. You radiate to the 
world at large the idea, “See how powerful 
and successful I am.” And in the case of 
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your friend, you reflect, by contrast, by infer- 
ence, the idea, “See how weak and unsuccess- 
ful my friend is, how little judgment and 
knowledge he has compared with myself. He 
failed, abjectly, but Z am a success.” 

This is what actually goes on below the 
surface in your unconscious mind. And your 
friend feels this and naturally he resents it. 
His own self-respect, his own ego, demands 
that he resent it. 

There is no real reason why your friend 
should be grateful for any help you give him. 
You help him because it gives you satisfac- 
tion to do so. You are spending your money, 
or your energy, in the gratification of your 
own desires just as truly as when you go to 
a store and buy an article that pleases you. 
The only difference is that you are purchas- 
ing a contented and self-righteous feeling by 
helping your friend, instead of buying a hat 
or coat at a store. Or, it may be that you 
help your friend from a sense of duty, in 
which case the principle is precisely the same: 
you buy ease of conscience instead of self- 
satisfaction! 

If you do not want to make an enemy of 
the friend whom you help, give and forget. 
In some ways the friend who is “difficult” 
and often carries a grudge is a more desirable 
companion than the one who gives and for- 
ever after feels that he has taken out a per- 
manent share in the life of the beneficiary.

T HE scribe of Deuteronomy plainly betrays the 

fact that the enlightenment of Moses fell far 
short of the revelation of the Master. The patri- 
arch believed that man was of short duration, 
the Christ knew that he was before Adam. The 
leader of the Jews looked upon God as one who 
punishes man for his failures, Jesus regarded 
the Father as the all-forgiving and all-inspiring 
one. Moses considered death as the final squar- 
ing of accounts against life while the Master 
saw the soul always existing in heaven. 

In his poem on immortality (I Cor. 15) St. 
Paul tells us that by man came death. It is by 
the identification of ourselves with body that we 
learn to give draughts power to chill us, cold 
authority to kill us, fire the ability to burn us, 
time the faculty of exhausting us and years the 
capacity to drain us. The Master informs us that 
when we know ourselves as we really are, we 
shall know that we are Spirit, fed, sustained, 
recreated and rejuvenated by the well of living 
water in us springing up into eternal life.

activity far beyond that of the average human 
being, she told her questioner that her longevity 
was due to the fact that she was always vitally 
interested in her people and her work. When 
she was, concentrating upon her dramas and en- 
thusiastic over the revelations of her own inter- 
pretations, there was no place in her mind for 
any identification of herself with a pampered body. 
She took her stand as an oracle and spokesman 
of the great inner Intelligence. ` 

Christianity holds the certain promise that when 
the thought of death and the belief in physical 
existence give place to the continuous spirit of 
life and faith in spiritual immortality, then death 
will be as legendary as witchcraft. 3 

How shall we hasten the day of emancipation? 
Not by fighting death. Denying and resting an 
evil are only making it a reality and increas- 
ing its power over our consciousness. 

We believe, however, that if we live much 
in the thought of the divinity of all men and fill 


fewer hours lamenting and fearing death, we will 
make our contribution towards a race conscious- 
ness which will eventually prove that death is 
literally swallowed up in victory.

MRS. OARTER'S ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS, 


Z. R.—"Your little gir! humiliates you by her 
naughtiness in the street cars?" Being your only 
child, you probably thought everything she did 
when she was small was very wonderful and 
praised her. Now, when she is six, her tricks 
do not appear so adorable. She expects compli- 
ments, and you, realizing that she has outgrown 
babyhood, are gradually omitting praise. She 
resents it and in order to keep in the limelight, 
acts very naughty in the street cars and other 
public places to attract the attention her wounded 
feelings crave. Many children are rude in the 
street cars simply because they have not been 
taught just how to conduct themselves in the 
strange environment. A few words of explana- 
tion before boarding the cars, will save much 
annoyance, When the child has little friends as 
guests, try the following game: Place in the 
center of the room two rows of chairs (the street 
car), then a larger chair at the front and one 
at the rear for the motorman and conductor, 
respectively. Have a policeman standing near as 
in crowded streets. Now let the children enter 
the car in an orderly manner. With a bell for 
a gong and paper bits for play money, the chil- 
dren will love the game and greatly improve 
their street car manners. Humiliation is often 
a forerunner of illumination, Let it be so in this 
case. 


A. N.—By all means listen to the tales your 
little ones have to tell you no matter how un- 
important they may seem. That is the best pos- 
sible way to understand them and to learn some- 
thing of their little world. Once a mother said 
to me, "I think the most cruel death would be 
that of being talked to death.” She had two 
children and was very devoted but did not fully 
understand the great importance of the child's 
world. Listen to your children now, and they 
will confide their problems to you as they grow 
into years of maturity. 

Here is what one noted, busy and lovable moth- 
er says:— "I should say that positively the most 
vital and precious attribute we (mothers) can 
possess is listening with enthusiasm, listening in- 
telligently and vivaciously, listening as though the 
most important thing in all the world is what hap- 
pened to father, big brother, sister and the kinder- 
gartner that day." It is the fulfilment of Froebel's 
command, “Come, let us live with our children." 


R. T.—Inhibition is no doubt the cause of your 
son's lack of progress. Claim for him Divine 
Freedom from inhibition and lack of concentra- 


tion. Keep on the alert to discover zest in his 
studies and praise him copiously. 


L. E.—Let us take up the steps in this tragedy 
of Anita taking the money from your purse. First, 
you suspected her; second, you watched her to 
see if she would take it; third, money was 
gone; fourth, the brother’s testimony of her use 
of the money; fifth, the father's whipping; sixth, 
the child takes money again. 

And you say that none of her relatives were 
ever known to steal. That word “steal” has a 
large meaning. 1 have known people to pride 
themselves in beating down others in a bargain, 
when to me, it was nothing short of stealing. 
It is all in the way we look at it. People who 
have been great bargain hunters and traders, 
often have children who take openly. The trait 
simply crystallizes into stealing unconsciously in 
the next generation. Now you must be very 
honest with Anita. She is NOT a thief, she is 
just God’s loving little girl with a desire to have 
things, and that is very human. Do not sus- 
pect her, nor watch her to see if she is about to 
take money; neither whip her for doing so. 


Gently and quietly tell her that you love her 


and trust her implicitly. Give her a certain al- 
lowance, no matter how small, and teach her 
HOW to use it. Tell no one about the above 
incident. Forget and forgive. Do not impress 
it upon the child’s mind so that she will grow 
up remembering it. Think of her as being en- 
folded in Divine Love even as the yolk of an 
egg is surrounded by the white. There shall no 
evil tempt her nor befall her. Traits are length- 
ened shadows of some ancestral thoughts. 


Mrs. H. D.—Do not comment on the boy's 
bashfulness in his presence. In fact, it would 
be better not to talk of it at all. Take him 
with you to meet older folk, When at home, 
play with him at dramatizing being introduced to 
so and so, Name the chairs certain people and 
introduce them to him. Have him converse with 
them, Play store and teach him how to ask for 
supplies. 

Don't say to people as my folk did of me, 
“This is my baby." It makes one shy. Intro- 
duce him like a man. Picture him meeting peo- 
ple in a free, easy manner. At night when he 
is sleeping, whisper over him, “You are God’s 
courageous child, free from fear, timidity and 
cowardice. You stand up bravely on your two 
feet and look the whole world in the face.” 


R. M.—Just because your parents showed no 
tenderness for you, you must not deprive your 
children of it. Some natures are cold and feel 
that any demonstration of affection is sentimental. 
But it is just as necessary to life as ice cream 
and strawberries for food, pretty clothes for the 
body, and spiritual and uplifting entertainment 
for the mind. Watch the reaction of your chil- 
dren when you grant them favors or praise them. 
You may feel awkward and foolish at first, if you 
are not used to showing affection, but love grows 
very rapidly with encouragement, It is er 
to bestow love upon your children than to leave 
them a fortune in money. Love is a fine guest 
to invite into your home,

HOW WE DEMONSTRATED A VOCABU- 
LARY FOR MY FRIEND AND A 400 PER 
CENT INCREASE IN SALARY FOR 
MYSELF. 


L AST YEAR I lived with one of the younger 
teachers of my city for three months, While 
we were together we did two outstanding experi- 
ments in Psychology, that might be helpful to 
those standing at the same point we did. What 
she did for me in the meantime is not properly 
part of this story, but forms another story of its 
own. 

Soon after I went to her house she said to tre 
one day, "I wish you would correct my English." 
I said, “No, I won't do that. I think there's an- 
other way to get the same results. One far more 
eatisfactory to each of us.” So I took several 
days to think out an approach to a better mode 
or speech for her. And what I worked out fol- 
ows: 

To my understanding, the speech we use is 
learned at home, literally at our mother’s knee. 
The Folk expressions as well as the Folk proverbs 
have a Truth for their basis, so that when we say 
“Your mother tongue” we mean just that. The 


vocabulary, and the idiom, and the grammar that 
my friend used came out of her own home, and 
had never been appreciably wrought upon by her 
later more literary contacts, at all. She never 
admitted this to me, claiming nobly that her 
mother had been a teacher of the public schools 
and used excellent language, but I did not believe 
it then nor do I believe it now, preferring rather 
to think that “the wish was father to the thought.” 
Certainly the evidence was against it. 

My friend was and is a Teacher of Truth, and 
I use the capitals advisedly. She speaks six times 
a week, and has a fine Metaphysical practice, and 
if I named her there would be literally hundreds 
of your readers that would know her. She was 
speaking almost every day then, and the words 
were coming hard and every now and again some 
purist in her audience would “call” her about her 
speech, and its form. It was embarrassing, and 
she was striving valiantly to correct it, without 
knowing quite how to go about it. Need I say 
that the sight of any one of the people who cor- 
rected her, had a tendency to make the matter 
worse, bringing out all the self consciousness in 
her. This is the point where I come into the 
story. 3 

She said "Will you treat me?" So I spoke 
just once aloud. "Dear Father. You know that 
this dear one has access to all the riches of Thy 
Kingdom. And you know that in her subcoa- 
sciousness lie embedded all the beautiful, rich, 
wise, noble, wonderful thoughts that she has ever 
read or heard. Therefore we do now declare that 
the appearance of obstruction between her sub- 
conscious mind, and her conscious mind, dissolves 
like the dew before the sun, and Thy ideas flow, 
and flow, and flow, and flow, and they come 
richly clothed in fitting and suitable words that 
the work of Thy Kingdom may be done." 

She told me that she íelt "The witness of the 
Spirit” when these words were spoken, although 
they were spoken very simply and in a conversa- 
tional tone. 
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Then I told her this: “Now, you talk to me. 
You can talk to me about anything under the 
sun, just so you talk. There is almost no sub- 
ject you can approach that I don’t know enough 
of to ask questions. I believe that if you do that, 
presently you will find yourself using your great- 
er thoughts and ideas as you get new things out 
of your subconsciousness, and whenever you be- 
gin to put into words, things that you never 
paid before, you will begin to get a new vocabu- 
ary.” 

So she began to talk. She told me her whole 
past history, including the history of the “Path” 
she had come over into the understanding that 
took her onto the platform and into a public 
work. Somewhere in the process it worked ex- 
actly like I thought it would, and when she be- 
gan to get into words, thoughts, and ideas, she 
had never phrased for herself before, she began 
to get a wider, richer vocabulary, and the change 
was very marked in her. Her grammar corrected 
itself, and she began to put into simple words the 
very deep things of Truth. As she was a student 
of the Vedanta Philosophy, and had come the 
Eastern Path, and was the first Teacher whom 
ever I,had heard discourse on that line, you 
can imagine the joy I got out of the process. 

And the last time I heard her speak in public, 
she did not make one mistake of fact, subject 
matter or English. f 

Now as to the second experiment we did, it 
had to do with money. She had been in a Meta- 
physical practice some months, and she was get- 
ting about $65.00 in offerings. I was in school 
trying to fit myself to teach, and borrowing money 
to go on, not knowing all the time where the next 
money was coming from. We had been studying 
Truth about the same length of time. I said 
from the beginning “If this thing don’t work it’s 
no good!” being of a pragmatic disposition, She 
had given her thought to the phase of Truth 
which deals with ceremonies and initiations, and 
so on, but the time had come for both of us 
when we had to take a definite practical step 
in the practical angle of Christianity. So here 
is what we did. 

I had a ten dollar bill which was a Love Gift 
from my sister. I studied for two days what to 
do and how to do it and this was given to me by 
my own intuitive faculty, We took that bill and 
put it on the table and both of us put our hands 
upon it and we said the Lord's Prayer five times 
then one or the other of us prayed as follows: 

"Dear Father, we have returned to thy house, 
even as did the prodigal son, and we claim the 
heirship of thy children. We claim the ring, and 
the robe, and the food, and the money. and all 
the riches of thy kingdom. We thank Thee that 
we know that these things are ours, and that they 
are NOW made manifest. We bless Thee. We 
praise Thee. We adore Thee. In the Name of 
the Dear Lord Christ.” 

And from that point we proceeded along the 
same line for two months. Sometimes she pray- 
ed and sometimes I did. When I broke the bill 
I gave her five dollars for room rent. Then we 
took our two pocketbooks, and stacked them up 
and put our hands on them and prayed. Usually 
we declared our pocketbooks to be filled with gold 
and silver and bills, and we blessed the people 


from whom our money came and we blessed 
the money and the people to whom we paid it. 
Sometimes we prayed a Universal prayer for all 
people of Vision, knowing that they are the peo- 
ple who plan the construction of things in this 
world, and have the money to put their visions 
into form. Later on we put her book of names 
for Metaphysical practice into the stack, along 
with the pocketbooks. 

Now, my friend had a matrix for the getting 
of money. She was established, in other words, 
in giving a service to her fellowmen. The dif- 
ference in the way the thing worked for her and 
for me is very interesting. The first thing hap- 
pened was that at Christmas time her gifts were 
just three times as much as ever she had before 
at that season. The next thing happened that in 
the month of January she had $107 and some 
cents. next month was short, and she had 
$120. Then she began to "Prove" the Lord by 
asking for what she wanted, having consecrated 
all her time to His work. And that is what she's 
doing now, and is headed right over into a greater 
and greater service. 

As to the way it worked for me, I have had 
what money I needed, but I had to borrow until 
now, when some of my own has come in. But 
as a teacher of the public school my work is 
seasonal and not subject to the same laws as 
her work—the same mortal laws, you understand 
—but right now among my papers in a file lies a 
contract for a school which I shall teach next 
term at just four times what I was paid in the 
school where I taught last. 

Out of this experiment I brought these knowl- 
edges: There comes a time when “You are free 
from the strivings of the people" . . my friend 
is that . . she does not tithe, for all her time and 
a much larger proportion than the tithe of her 
money goes back into the work . . .I do not 
tithe . . all I have is God's . . . Two people 
work better than one . . Oh, how wonderfully 
husband and wife could work the law if only 
they are of one mind, and keep eternally at it 
. . . but two friends can work the same way. 
And, lastly, I brought this sure knowledge: The 
LAW DOES WORK. . we proved it . . Both 
of us will benefit as long as we live on this 
sphere, where money is a part of the scheme by 
what we did while together.
